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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants amended claims 1 and 19 to include a 
limitation "amplifying each of the plurality of insertion element flanking sequences", but this limitation fails to overcome the prior art, since 
Dellaporta teaches simultaneous amplification of a broad class of insertion junctions, and therefore amplification of insertion element 
flanking sequences. As to the arguments that Dellaporta and Koes et al. cannot be combined because of the differences in amplification 
protocols, they were addressed in the previous Advisory Action. Also, Koes et al. is considered in the 103(a) rejection as providing the 3D 
pooling method and motivation for using it, not for the amplification protocol . 
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
